Hazen and Admiral George Dewey were 
quietly married at 10 o’clock this morning 
at the recjory of St. Paul’s Catholic Church, 
145 V street, N. W. The ceremony was per- 
formed by Rev. James F. Mackin, pastor of 
the church, assisted by Rev. Joseph A. 
Foley, assistant pastor, and Rev. Sidney 
Cc. Hurlburt. The ceremony was strictly 
private, and of the simplest character. The 
bride was accompanied by Mrs. Washington 
Mclean, her mother and Mrs. Ludlow, her 
Sister, while Admiral Dewey was accom- 
panied by Ideut. Caldwell, his aid. There 
were no other guests and after the cere- 
mony the Admiral and Mrs. Dewey entered 
a oarriage and were driven to the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Washington McLean, where 
a wedding breakfast was served, and at 
12:6 they left for New York. 


The arrangements for the wedding were 
made with all the secrecy which has at- 
tended the whole affair. After procuring 
the license for the wedding yesterday, 
lAeut. Caldwell called on Father Mackin 
of St. Paul's, of which church Mrs. Hazen 
is a communicant, and arranged for the 
wedding this morning. As Admiral Dewey 
is not a Catholic, a special dispensation was 
required for the performance of the cere- 
mony, and this ;was procured by Father 
Mackin from Bishop Curtis, Vicar-General 
of the Diocese of Baltimore, who granted it 
in the absence of Cardinal Gibbons, who 
is at present in New Orleans. 
Mackin went to Baltimore for this purpose 
yesterday afternoon. 

At 9:45 this morning two carriages con- 
taining the wedding party drew up before 
the modest brick rectory in the rear of St. 
Paul’s, The general public had no inti- 
mation of where the ceremony was to take 
place, and not a single spectator was pres- 
ent as the party alighted.

FOUND UNDER A_ BRIDGE. 


A MAN AND WOMAN DROVE 
AWAY IN A CAB. 


Mrs. Cotney and Daughter in Grief and 
Financial Distress—Cotney Sup- 
posed to Have Had $1200 
on His Person. 


The mystery surrounding the murder of 
Edward Lee Cotney of St. Louis at Lexing- 
ton, O. T., is still umsolved. There was at 
first reason to question whether he had 
been murdered 
dead. There was a possibility of confusion 
of identity or of an attempt to have him 
believed dead. Letters and newspaper clip- 
pings which have been received by Mrs. 
Cotney from friends in different parts of 
Okiahoma, more or less remote from 
Lexington, leave no room for doubt that 
he is dead. 

But with that fact made clear the mys- 
tery, instead of vanishing, becomes deeper.

The. information which has been received 
is fragmentary and for the most part *ased 
on reports. The cHppings are from news- 
papers not printed in Lexington and give 
scant details of the tragedy.

The Pigeon Post Brings a Brief Dis- 
patch From the Beleaguered City, 
Telling That Non-Combat- 
ants Are Camped Out of 
Artillery Range. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, Nov. 9.—A second time the 
pigeon post enlightens the world on con- 
ditions at Ladysmith. The news is brief 
and brings little comfort to Britons. 

Under date of Nov. 9, Gen. Buller cables 
the following from Cape Town: 

‘Gen. White reports by pigeon post that 
the wounded and some civilians from 
Ladysmith have been removed four miles 
dow'n the raiiroad, by an arrangement with 
Gen. Joubert, to a neutral piace, to save 
them from the bomberdment. 

‘‘Ninety-nine wounded from Dundee have 
been sent in under a flag of truce. They 
dre all doing well, imcluding the following 
officers:

FUTURE OF SOUTH AFRICA 


Great Britain Will Claim That. the 
Boer War Is a Rebellion of Brit- 
ish Subjects. 


LONDON, Nov. 9.—Public attention is 
now reverting to the political features of 


South Africa, and conflict is confidently 
predicted in some quarters. Lord Salis- 
bury, at the Lord Mayor's banquet to-night, 
will outline the government's policy in 
regard to the future overnment of the 
Transvaa] and Orange Free State and ex- 
plain that the references in the Queen's 
speech to “military operations” (not ‘‘war’’) 
and restoring peace and good government 
to “that portion of my empire,’’ meant 
nothing more or less than that, in the 
opinion of the government, President Kru- 
ker, by making war on the Queen, de- 
Stroyed all claims to independence granted 
by the conventions of I88l-and 188, and, 
the country had reverted to 
previous status and is, theoretically, 
part of the Queen's dominions. The 
phraseology of the Queen's speech could 
not be otherwise explained than that at 
time of the speech the Republics of 
South Africa had already ceased to exist 
a$ separate nations; but if Lord Salisbury 
is prepared, ‘at this early stage of the 
operations, to definitely announce his pol- 
icy of the future, when apparently so many 
probiems remain to be aalved, both during 
and after the war, he must have already 
had more definite understandings with sev-

SKIRMISHING AT COLENSG 


Boers Failed to Capture the Armored 
Train That Took Away 
Stores. 


ESTCOURT, Natal, Nov. 5.—Detal!ls were 
received from the armored train which re- 
turned from Colenso to-day of a brilliant 


little performance. The train, which car- 
ried two companies of the Dublin Fusileers 
under Capt. Romer, eighted near (Co- 
lenso the Boers in considerable force near 
the line. The Fusiliers immediately opened 
a brisk fire, to which the Boers replied in- 
effectively, and, ag they were suffering loss, 
they quickly retired out of sight. But as 
the train cautiously advanced the Boers 
were seen moving round on its left flank. 
their presumed object being. to take the 
train in the rear. Oo avoid this, the train 
retired. It was then seen that the Boers 


, had no intention of attacking, but were in 


full retreat over the road and bridge. Im- 
mediately a strong detachment left the 
train and entered the town, while the train 
slowly advanced to the aetation. Several 
volleys at long range were fired on the re- 
treating enemy. 

The British also succeeded in entering 
Fort Wylie, near Colenso, and brought 
back four wagon loads of shells, provisions 
and stores. 


MARCHING 10 THE SEA 


The Boers Move Southward Towards 
Queenstown Burning Bridges 
and Cutting Wires. 


BURGHERSDORP, Cape Colony, Mon- 
day afternoon, Nov. 6.—There are no signs 
here of the Boers, though it is asserted 
they will invade Burgherdorp to-morrow 
morning. It is said that a large Boer force 
has traversed Jamestown, going in the di- 
rection of Queenstown. Their signals were 
plainly visible at night. The police have 
returned and reoccupled Stormberg and 
Nauwopoort. The Boers have blown up 
the Achtertang railroad bridge and have 
cut the wires. 


CHECKING PRUSSIAN OFFICERS 


Emperor William Forbids Their Join- 
ing the Boer Army in South 
Africa. 


BERLIN, Nov, 9.—As the result of in 
etructiona from the Emperor, a military or- 
der hus been issued to the commanders 
Of districts In which His Majesty expresses 
hie wish that no Prussian officere be grant- 
od leave to go to South Africa. The eordér 
adds that everything is to be done to pre- 
vont former Prussian officers from taking 
part in the conflict in South Africa, his 
purpose being to avoid every appearance 
of violation on the part of Germany of the 
atrict neutrality which the Emperor says 
should be obeerved.

The Prisoners Occupy Cells Built for 
Their Accommodation in the 
Palace of the Luxem- 
burg. 


PARIS, Nov. 9.—Crowds began to assem- 
ble in the vicinity of the Luxemburg Palace 
at about noon to-day, in anticipation of the 
opening of the state trial in the Senate. 
The police formed a cordon around the 
building, Traffic was not interrupted. The 
police prevented factional gatherings 
around the leaders of the anti-Semites, Na- 
tionalists and Monarchists, who were pres- 
ent. There was a slight incident on the 
appearance of Henri Rochefort, who re- 
ceived an ovation amidst shouts of hos- 
tility for the members of the High Court. 

The 15 men accused, who had been con- 
veyed to cells especially (built for them in 
the Senate House during the morning, were 
all conducted to their placés by republican 
guards. 

When M. Fallieres, President of the Sen- 
ate, followed ‘by the law officers, took his 
seat at 1 o'clock the names of the 
tors were called. Fifteen of them failed 
to answer.

defendants and all replied in loud tones.

A Post-Dispatch reporter talked with 
Miss ‘McGinley in the observation ward for 
a half hour Monday morning. At no time 
during the conversation did she display 
signs of insanity. She appeared delirious 
from sickness, and said she was suffering 
with an intense headache. She wanted 
medicine, she declared, She was conscious 
of all that ‘had occurred at the police sta- 
tion and said that her strange conduct 
was due to her nervous condition. 

For nights, she said, she had lain awake. 
unable to sleep, and it was fear of failure 
mo $ teacher that led her to overwork her- 
self. 

The mention of the asylum brought tears 
eyes. She dreaded the thought of 
place, and said if she was sent 
would cast a stigma upon her for 

forever debar her from teaching 
the public schools. 

She repeatedly asked 
did not come to see her. 
Her ambition was to become prominent 

educational work and in reciting the 
anticipation of this her eyes brightened. 

“T have some knowledge of music also,” 
she said, “having studied under the Sisters 
of Notre Dame. When a little girl I at- 
tended the Rock Church school and from 
there was admitted to the High. I was 
always fond of study and mamma encour- 
aged me. She was glad that I had decided 
to become a teacher. 

“You often hear of insane people who 
say they are not crazy.” she continued.

When a patient is received at the City 
Hospital it is customary to obtain a full 
history of the case, together with al] 
circumstances that led to the ailment. 

The record concerning Mises McGinley is 
another peculiar feature of the case. — 

It was taken by Dr. Petit, who said he 
was particularly careful to note Mrs. Me- 
Ginley’s statements and he wrote them 
almost verbatim. 

Mrs. MoGinley is reported as saying that 
her daughter's mind had been slightly af- 
fected for three years and started with the 
elopement of her brother with a young wom- 
an, which is said to have occurred in 1898. 
During the last six months her condition 
became worse and her father’s illness dur- 
ing the winter preyed considerably on her 
mind. It Is stated that she visited the 
neighbors and made peculiar requests of 
them. At other times she was morose and 
melancholy and would speak to no one. 
This continued and led to her abandoning 
her studies. 

“Mrs. MeCrinley,”’ the doctor said, “knew 
her daughter was demented and asked that 
we send her to the asym, as she said she 
had no money to pay for her care at a 
private institution. Nor did she express 
any particular desire to see her daughter, 
but on the contrary appeared indifferent and 
said mést positively that if her daughter 
was insane she could not keep her at 
home.”’ 

Mra. McGinley denies having given a “his- 
tory” of the case to the hospital physicians, 
and says she was not allowed to see the 
patient. 

“What T said was that if Cecelia was in- 
sane, of course she should go to the asy- 
lum. But as I did not think so I asked to 
see her and was refused. The doctor told 
me to go to the insane asylum at 3 o'clock 
Monday afternoon, which I did. My daugh- 
ter wae not there. 

“My d@aughter is a sick child, but I am 
convinced her mind ts all right. True. she 
did worry a great deal during her father’s 
iliness, and ehe nursed him much of the 
time, and the thought that he was going to 
dic unnerved her. 

“The doctors have put on their records 
many things I did not say and I propose to 
see them about it."’

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—The position of 
the United States among the nations daily 
becomes more important. 
Besides China, other great national ques- 
tions now confront President McKinley and 


emphasize she position of this country as a 


world power: 

The Philippines. 

The Island of Guam. 

Tutuila and the adjacent islets of the Sa- 
moan group, just acquired by treaty with 
Germany and England 

Cuba. 

Porto Rico 

The Hawal'an Islands. 

In all these questions Mr, McKinley will 
have the moet difficult problems to deal 
with, satisfactorily to himself and Congress, 
that ever confronted a President of the 
United States. He will demand an indorse- 
ment of his policy from both Senate and 
House. 

He will sabmit a historical review of the 
past year, indicate his reasons for certain 
@cits and ask Congress for such a declara- 
tion as will establish the country’s new sta- 
tus abroad. 

He will not In his message ask for specific 
legislation for the newly acquired posses- 
sions. But he will send supplementary ad. 
dresses to Congress wisely feeling his way 
as he learris how they will be received. 

Mr. McKinley will not ask for specific leg- 
isiation for the Philippines until the islands 
are completely pacified. The present cam- 
paign may accomplish this. 

He will give self-government to the Cu- 
bans, but he will not recommend that the 
islend be handed over to them. For a time 
everything will be subject to the supervision 
and veto of the military governor appointed 
by the President. 

Senator Cullom willl re-!ntroduce the bill 
Prepared by the commission appolnted to 
Visit Hawaii and agree upon a form of gov- 
ernment. This bill provides, with few ex- 
ceptions, a territorial form of government. 

Gen. George W. Davis has reported to the 
President that the Porto Ricans are not yet 
competent to govern themselves. So the 
military government will be continued on 
that island. But the natives will be allowed 
to choose lowal officials, and so enjoy, in a 


a Md 


large measure, self government. 

The natiyes of Samoa, It is admitted, can- 
not govern themseives. The United States 
took the Island of Tutulla, which it will re- 
ceive in the partition of the Samoan Islands. 
because of its strategic advantages and be- 
cause of the location of a naval harbor and 
of a coaling station at Pago Pago. 

So a governor who is a member: of the 
United States Navy will be the executive on 


Tutulla. 

As the navy > equally interested in the 
Island of Guam, Capt. Leary, U. S. N., will 
continue to be its governor. 

Lord Pauncefote will arrive in Washing- 
ton to-night to confer with Secretary of 
State Hay, touching the ‘open door’ in 
China and the position of the United States 
on the partition of the Celestial Kingdom. 

Count Cagsini, the Russian Ambassador 
and the most astute of diplomats, is here 
to present Russia's views. 

M. Cambon, the French Ambassador, who 
did ae expect to return to this country, 
is coming back as the man best versed in 
America’s policy on the Chinese question 
and best able to deal with it for France. 

Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese Minister, is 
keeping a watchful eye on every develop- 
ment. Within the past few days Wu 
Ting Fang visited Secretary Hay with a 
view to learning to what extent the United 
States had acted in the Chinese question. 
It is semi-officially stated that Mr. Hay’'s 
answer was quite frank. He is reported 
to have sald: 

“At the request ofthe President, our Am- 
bassadors and Ministers have been asked 
to secure definite assurances that there 
will be no interruption to the access of 
American trade and commerce to China 
through the > aay 

Supporters Administration in- 
siet that it is thie idea of proteting the 
trade and commerce of the United States 
that led President McKinley into China. 

It is stated that the first direct declara- 
tlon of the United States in the Chinese 
question was made immediately after Sec- 
retary Hay assumed his present office. One 
of his first official acts was to ask the 
Lan gl Wwers holding “spheres of igfiu- 
ence’ ether or not the “open door’ 
would co continued. These powers assured 
him that, the United States would not be 
discriminated against, and the surgestion 
was made to the United States that it oc- 
cupy a port in China’ and restrict itself to 
that ‘“‘sphere of influence.’ 

Secretary Hay replied that assurances of 
the continuance of the ‘‘open door’ were not 
sufficient; that formal agreements must be 
made, He also declined to occupy any por- 
tion of China. 

This is exac tly the position of the United 
States now. 

And in taking that position the United 
States ranges erself by Great Britain's 
side, in acordance with the unwritten treaty 


between them.
